Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued exanriination under 37 CFR 1.114, Including the fee set 
forth In 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application Is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth In 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 7-22- 
2005 has been entered.

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments, filed 7-22-2005, with respect to claims 1-9 have been fully 
considered and, taken together with the changes made to the language of the claims by 
the latest amendment are persuasive In overcoming the previous rejections of the 
claims. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1 -9 are allowed. 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art in the field does not teach the features of the independent 
claims of representing an integral number that is an element of a group having a group 
identity element, as a binary vector, initializing the result to that of a group identity 
element, and selecting in sequence a predetermined number of successive of bits of 
said vector, where for each of the bits selected there is performed a group operation on 
the result to derive a first value, and subsequently utilizing this intermediate value or the 
originally selected element in successive group operations depending on the state of 
the processor carrying out the group operations.
